ARGENTINA. 8 Escudos, 1826-RA P. La Rioja Mint. NGC 
AU-58. KM-21; Onza-1559. A VERY RARE issue from the 
early days of Argentine independence, featuring a dramatic 
radiant sunface, the rays of which span the majority of the 
obverse surfaces. The arms of Argentina, date and denomination 
reside on the reverse. Uniformly presented on both sides, this 
coin is well struck throughout with soft luster and faint rose 
coloration appearing in the fields. Seldom seen as a date and 
even more infrequently available on the market, with this piece, 
last appearing at auction in 2008, being the last offering of a 
numeric graded example (1-70) to appear. Earlier that year, 
this coin brought $25,300 at the Millennia sale. Undoubtedly, 
a significant offering for the Latin American enthusiast as a 
result. 


Two examples of this type were offered in back-to-back lots in 
the Millennia sale. This lot, the first to sell, brought $25,300. The 
second example was an 1832-dated piece of similar overall rarity 
that was graded MS-64 by NGC. Interestingly, that piece brought 
less at $23,000, suggesting that while the third-party grades of 
the two coins were significantly apart, the perceived quality was 
comparable.

The extraordinary strike, even and 
bold, is perhaps the most gratifying and unusual attribute of 
this coin and is enhanced by the absence of the frequently- 
observed adjustment lines running across the planchet. Once 
part of the Millennia Collection, this coin showcases the finest 
rendering of the intricate “shields within the shield” design 
that this writer has seen. Considering these attributes and its 
important provenance, we expect significant attention from the 
type collector that awards a premium to coins detailed precisely 
as the original engraver intended. 


Hailing from the House of Braganza, Joao V was born in 1689 
and ascended to the throne in 1706 upon the death of his father, 
Peter II. His rather lengthy reign of nearly 44 years saw an 
expanding of the kings unquestioned rule as well as an expanding 
of Portugals territorial holdings abroad. The latter, especially 
in Brazil, accounted for the amassing of great wealth from the 
highly lucrative gold mines located there. Aligning himself well, 
he donated heavily to the papacy, with then-Pope Benedict XIV 
styling Joao as the “Most Faithful Majesty.’ Furthering securing 
himself in European affairs, he married Maria Anna of Austria, 
daughter of Holy Roman Emperor Leopold I and emanating from 
the powerful Habsburg ruling dynasty.

While having seemingly avoided classification in past auction 
catalogs, a significant sub-variety exists that can be used to divide 
the early issues in this series from the later ones. For the early 
issues (1818-1823), the configuration of the mountains below 
the sunface is undulating and without sharp form. However, 
beginning in 1824 and running through the designs termination 
in 1834, not only do the mountains become more geometric in 
their depiction, but they also gain a granular texture. While 
the reason for this change is unknown, the difference in hand is 
actually rather significant, and gives the completionist another 
item for which to strive.

More recent research by Carlos Jara 
has proven this long-held assertion incorrection however, with a 
number of noteworthy differences observed between the dies for 
this pattern and those created by the Santiago Mint. For one, while 
perhaps not immediately recognizable, comparison between these 
dies and other contemporary Chilean issues will reveal differences 
in the style of the letter and number punches used. More overt 
however is that the highly recognizable mintmark of the Santiago 
Mint is not used on this issue, which is a key indicator that its

creators did not have access to this highly stylized punch. Digging 
deeper, Jara has matched the punches on this pattern with those 
used on a French advertising medal created by Pierre-Antoine 
Thonnelier. Exposing the context, it now seems clear that the 
1836 pattern 8 Escudos were created during the mints attempts 
to modernize its facilities. After having ordered a new coining 
press from Thonnelier, archived correspondence details that 
striking tests were done on the pre-existing screw press as well 
as a Thonnelier press. While the correspondence specific to those 
trials does not mention that the items being struck were of this 
design, correspondence from several years later all but ensures it. 
Concerning a counterfeit coin that had come into the possession 
of mint authorities, translated correspondence reads, “(the mint 
assayer) has established that the counterfeit onza with the dies of 
the Republic dated 1836...is actually one of those copper coins that 
are struck in the mint to try the dies before the mintage of coins 
starts.” Its history now known, having played a pivotal role in 
advancing technology at the mint, this type deserves a newfound 
level of numismatic respect that it has long been lacking.

This type, while lasting only a single year, offers one of the most 
interesting portraits of Simon Bolivar — “The Liberator” — seen 
in 19th century coinage. Engraved with far more skill than the 
aforementioned 1844 date, it shows wonderful depth in the 
execution of his hair and intricate contour through his eyes, 
cheek, jaw and neck. For reasons unknown, the style was quickly 
abandoned. The redesign that occurred the following year opted 
for a simpler, more stoic bust. Due to both its unique style and 
fleeting issuance, its no exaggeration to say that the type has 
become one of the most immediately recognizable rarities in the 
entire Latin American numismatic catalog.

All considered, this coin must be considered for most desirable 
survivor of the issue, as its rendering of the eagle, for which the 
coin has earned the “hookneck” moniker, may be unparalleled 
among surviving examples. 


Aforementioned as a great rarity within the series, there is good 
reasons for this types overall elusiveness. As was detailed in 
Hookneck by Hubbard & O’Harrow, the dies for this type are 
known to have not been completed until December 4th of 1823. 
That only allowed for 27 days of striking, if the decision was made 
at the mint not to strike into the following year. Whatever the 
case, its clear that the total mintage was rather paltry. Of those 
struck, its commonly believed that around two dozen survive, 
although we know of no conclusive census.
